county board.

department and they work day and 
night as much as possible. Sheriff 
Giesa pointed out that it would be 
better to have two crews that would 
alternate working days and nights. 


Nightly patrol of the highways in 


the county would be as important 
as day control Sheriff Giese believes. 
Most crimes are committed at night 
and a majority of accidents occur in 
the dark in the opinion of the sheriff- 
Mr. Giese believes the county should 
have four officers, two working days 
and two working nights.

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LAKE LEVEL DECISION 


The supreme court of the United 


States has unanimously approved the 
findings 
of fact of Special Master 


Charles E. Hughes in the lake level 


. controversy between the lake states 


and the city of Chicago, and has hand- 
ed down a decision which may be in- 
terpreted by either side as a victory. 
Insofar as it requires the city of Chi- 
cago to proceed as expeditiously as 
possible to dispose of its sewage in 
such a manner as to require the diver- 
sion of no water from Lake Michigan 
for purely sanitary purposes, and in- 
sofar as it criticises the sanitary board 
for its procrastination and illegal theft 
of water, it is a victory for the lake 
states. Only such diversion as has been 
authorized by the war department is 
to be considered legal, and while the 
point is not specifically determined, the 
inference is conveyed that the war de- 
partment has no power to grant li- 
censes for diversion for sanitary pur- 
poses, but only for those of navigation. 
The contention of the lake states that 
an excessive amount of water was be- 
ing diverted and that the diversion 
was unlawful, is sustained. Chicago is 
ordered to provide sewage 
disposal 


plants without further delay and the 
terms laid down by the war depart- 
ment in temporarily sanctioning a 
ywijhdrawal of 8,500 cubic feet of wa- 
ter per second are held to be reason- 
able. 


So far as the case against the sani- 


tary district goes, the decision sustains 
the charges of the complaining lake 
states and affords them complete rem- 


edy. 
On the other hand, the decision 


confirms the right of congress to di- 
vert the water of the lakes for pur- 
poses of navigation. Presumably con- 
gress could even increase the present 
flow to cany out the projected lakes- 
to-the-gulf waterway. It seems to be 
the view of the court that control of 
the lakes for purposes of navigation, 
external or internal, is vested in con- 
gress. Argument was presented to the 
court on the proposition that the own- 
ership of the Great lakes belongs pri- 
marily to the bordering states, and 
that they could not be deprived of 
this heritage and resource for the 
benefit of some other section of 
the 


country, even by congress. It was also 
argued that this country could not ar- 
bitrarily impair the rights of Canada 
in the lakes by a diversion of water 
that would injure Canada's goint pro- 
prietorship in them. 


If the supreme court's decision is to 


be followed to its logical conclusion, 
congress can drain the Great lakes to 
any degree it sees fit if it holds that 
navigation interests of other parts of 
the country are superior. It could de- 
stroy existing transportation facilities 
on the lakes for the benefit of the Mis- 
sissippi valley. This doc? not seem like 
an altogether logical conclusion and 
yet we have the unanimous opinion of 
the court 'that congress holds such 
power. 
This being the case control 


over the lakes in the use? of lake water 
becomes a question of the political 
control of congress. Probably the fears 
of the lake states over excessive drain- 
age are exaggerated. \Vatcr sufficient 
to float barges from 
Chicago to the 


Mississippi may not inatcrJallj1 affect 
lake levels, and if it should congress 
wight easily be induced to withdraw 
the permit on a showing of meager 
traffic this waterway is likely to car- 
ry. Furthermore, there is a possibility 
of erecting compensating works that 


%\ ill maintain lake levels under all cir- 
cumstances, so that the controversy in 
its final phases docs not appear to be 
serious. 


HOUDINI'S "MESSAGES" 


It would be very odd if Harry Hou- 


dini, who spent a good share of his 
restless life fighting the theory that 
the dead could return and speak to the 
living, should nSw be trying himself to 
send word from beyond the grave to 
his widow. 


Mrs. 
Houdini believes that a New 


York medium has given her an authen- 
tic code message from the great ma- 
gician. And while some close friends 
of Houdini arc still openly skeptical 
about it, scenting a fake, Mrs. Houdini 
seems to be persuaded that the mes- 
sage was genuine. 


During his lifetime Houdini demon- 


strated beyond a doubt that a great 
many mediums are fakes. Yet, obvious- 
ly, that does not necessarily mean that 
ghosts cannot walk or that those who 
have passed on cannot speak. 


If the spiritualists were wise, they 


would ruthlessly put such fakers out 
of business themselves. 
For while 


every living man has some loved one 
beyorfd the grave, with \vhom he 
would give all he has to speak, there 
is no denying that most people are 
more or less actively hostile to spirit- 
ualism. We long to communicate with 
those whom we have lost; but the 
thimble-rigging, hocus-pocus of dark- 
ened parlors on cheap streets, tink- 
ling bells, ignorant mediums and non- 
sensical "controls" disgust us. We feel 
that if our loved ones wanted to speak 
to us they would not be bound by any 
such cheap clap-trap. 


Yet too facile skepticism is as bad as 


over credulity. 
Just as in Hamlet's 


day, 
there are more things in heaven 


and earth than our philosophy dreams 
of. To doubt these messages from the 
dead because of the odor of 
fraud 


which clings about the average medi- 
um is one thing; to doubt them be- 
cause of a cocksure assumption that a 
world of radios, airplanes and organic 
chemistry has no place in it for dis- 
embodied spirits is quite another. 


It is this second attitude which too 


many of us adopt. Perhaps, for that 
reason, it would be a good thing for 
us if it could be definitely proved—as 
it can't, in the nature of things—that 
the message Mrs. Houdini received 
came from Harry Houdini. It might 
jar us out of our complacent self-suffi- 
ciency. 


In spite of all our modern science— 


in spite of our healthy preoccupation 
with things that can be seen and 
handled and built up or torn down at 
will—we still are gripped by the ne- 
cessity of finding a satisfactory answer 
to the old question that was put in 
Judea 20 centuries ago: If a man die, 
shall he live again? It is still true that 
this is one kind of universe if 
the 


answer to that question be Yes, and 
another kind if the answer be No. 


We shall always hunger after that 


answer; and we shall always know, in 
the bottom of our hearts, that we are 
lost and helpless if that answer is not 
what we hope. This business of Hou- 
dini's code •message may mean nothing 
at all. It may be qnly a clever swindle. 
But, on the other hand, there is a 
chance that it may be genuine. 
And 


any cocksure assumption to the con- 
trary is a trifle out of place.

A YOL'THFUL ESSAYIST 


In the year 1824 there appeared In 


the famous 'Edinburgh Review, edit- 
ed by Jeffrey, an essay by John Mil- 
ton. In accordance with the custom 
in that review, the essay was un- 
signed but readers immediately un- 
derstood that it was not by one of 
the regular contributors to the peri- 
odical. 
Here was a new star in the 


liteiary heavens and curiosity about 
his identity was great. 


For about a hundred years stu- 


dents in the colleges of England and 
America have been studying that es- 
say on Milton as a piece of litera- 
ture. I myself, in college, studied it 
so intensively that a great many of 
the sentences 
stick to me to this 


day. But one of the most interest- 
ing things about the essay I over- 
looked at the time. Perhaps we were 
not told about it, or perhaps it seem- 
ed so unimportant 
that it did not 


register. But it seems the most re- 
markable fact about' the essay now 
that it was writen by a boy 24 years 
old. 


Probably when I studied the essay 


in my teens 24 seemed like a ripe old 
age and achieving such a work at 
that age may not have appeared re- 
markable. But recently I happened 
to read the essay again and it seem- 
ed nothing short of astonishing that 
a boy of 24 \\as the author. 


It is true that the essay on Milton 


has a sophomoric ring. That proba- 
bly is the secret of its great popular- 
ity with college 
students. Boyhke, 


Macaulay often 
substitutes 
mere 


rhetoric for logic and it is evident 
that he took huge delight in rolling 
the musical sentences over his ton- 
gue. Whole sections of the essay are- 
like a college boy's oration—an ex- 
traordinary creation, it is true, but 
none the less stamped by the style 
of the school boy. 


Macaulay himself in later life de- 


clared that there was hardly a sen- 
tence in the essay 
that he would 


care to have reprinted. 
But even 


when everything has been said that 
can be brought against the essay, it 
is still remarkable as the work of a 
boy of 24. 


Aside from the searching analysis 


of Milton's poetry, in which he fol- 
lowed the usual cannons of the criti- 
cism of the time, he advanced the- 
ories in the essay with an assuranc* 
that is usually 
not 
found in so 


young a man. Young writers are of- 
ten enough cock sure but there is a 
difference between cocksureness and 
assurance. Right or wrong, Macaul- 
ay advanced his ideas with a fores 
that make them worthy of respect. 


He advanced the theory, for in- 


stance, that the more civilized men 
become the less chance there is for a 
great poet to appear. Presumably h» 
himself repudiated the idea later on, 
but In the essay he advances it with 
such charm and force that you are a 
little sorry you cannot 
completely 


subscribe to it. There Is moreover 
some truth in it, 
enough truth to 


make you think twice before reject- 
ing it toto For a boy of 24 to hit 
upon the idea and to advance it so 
strongly it a feat not often met with 
in literature. 


And then his famous picture of 


the Puritans, It has been quoted a 
million times during the past hun- 
dred years Hardly ever does a writ- 
er set out to portray 
the Puritans 


without referring to the Macaulay 
description. There is the boy's elo- 
quence and rhetoric in it, undoubted- 
ly, but also the mature man's inde- 
pendent judgment. 


More remarkable than his analysis 


of Milton's poetry are his remarks 
on Milton's prose. 
Most boys of 24 


hardly know that Milton ever wrote 
prose. Macaulay called attention to 
the fact that some of It is great lit- 
erature. 
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miles, a trace of rain, etc." The ex-

Copiapo occupies the area of a 


modern American city eight or ten 
times as large. Built almost exclu- 
sively of one-story buildings, the 
great majority of abode and thatch 
construction, 
and with 
frightful 


streets which will soon be paved for 
the first time, Copiapo Is surely typ- 
ical of hundreds of towns of similar 
size in Latin America -which the 
Hoover party could not visit In Its 
tour. Tour correspondent spent 24 
hours in Copiapo, consorting with 
the single American resident. 


Copiapo, like the larger 
Latin- 


American cities, is becoming: modern- 
ized—as must the innumerable Copi- 
apos in this part of the world 
Dis- 


astrous earthquakes may have help- 
ed her; reconstruction work has al- 
ways shown a little more progreas 
over the styles and customs of the 
year lr>4Q, when the Spaniards found- 
ed Copiapo.

There's a Rotary Club in Copiapo 


and it lunches once a -week. Unable 
to count them, your correspondent 
was told that there were also some 
200 automobiles. It costs $1,000 to 
get a new Ford here, so it was no 
surprise to see a couple of local 
families driving in a Chevrolet with 
a uniformed chauffeur. 


Copiapo's -school girls wear white 
* middies and blue 
skirts, bobbing 


their hair or not. as they choose. 
The town supports two movie the- 
atres—three before

earthquake. Occasionally thev show 
a Chilean film, but they're nearty 
always American.

Among the several American manu- 
factures listed above, the only one 
that has any appreciable competition 
is the camera: the Germans sell cam-

The popular sport of this section of 


Chile is soccer. Even villages of 50 
or 100 persons have their teams. In 
Copiapo there Is also an outdoor bas- 
ketball court and some tennis.

The Pearl-st. generating station of 


Edison Illuminating company was 
an achievement of Thomas A. Edi- 
ison, launched in 1882 as a commer- 
cial venture of daring scope for that 
period to demonstrate his faith In 
lighting cities by electricity. 


The station was destroyed by fire 


In 1890. From engineering records 
which still are intact John W. Lieb, 
senior vice-president of hte 
New 


York Edisno company, has 
had 


tluce complete models of the original 
plant made. 


The models, on a scale of one-half 


Inch to one foot, enow all the equip- 
ment and apparatus with which Edi 
son began the generation and dis- 
tribution, for public sale, of electric 
current, to the lower end of Manhat- 
tan September 4, 1882. Operated by 
a small motor, the ventilating and 
forced draft system, the reciprocat- 
ing engines and the famous Jumbo 
dynamos all run just as they did on 
that first day. 


Each model is 62 Inchps lonsr, <il 


Inches high and 13 inches wide, with 
two smoke stacks rising 14 inches 
over the roof.

NEW BUSINESS DEAL 


Dale and Kelly Bills Now in 


Congress, Win Postmas- 
ter's Support 


Two bills now pending in Congres; 


are of vital Importance to third class 
postmasters of the United States ac 
cording to F. H. Colburn, Shlocton 
postmaster, and president of the Wis 
consln League of District Postmas 
ten. 


One- of these is the Dole bill, which 


provides that third class postmas 
ters shall be placed in the classified 
civil service and appointed on the! 
merits without term, and the othe 
is the Kelly bill which provides thai 
third class postmasters shall receive 
an allowance for fixtures and equip- 
ment maintenance equal to 8 per 
cent of their salaries. 


Mr. Colburn points out that there 


are more than 11,000 third class 
postmasters In the United States and 
that 9,000 of them are required to 
purchase the fixtures necessary to 
conduct the public business, post of- 
Ices boxe,s etc. The rent on the boxes> 
goes to- the government and when 
the postmaster Is succeeded In of- 
fice he has no market for the equip- 
ment which he had to buy. 


"There is no 
incentive for the 


third class postmaster to make the 
postal business his life work," Mr 
Colburn said. ''Nor Is there any to 
make them equip their offices so as 
to make them places of which the 
communities and 
the government 


may be proud. The postal business 
is one of the largest In the world 
and should be conducted in accor- 
dance with established business prin- 
ciples".

the Incompetent and careless should 
be weeded out, he believes. Economy
